The intent Is 
to see that Impure milk be not sold, 
irrespective of the question of how or 
In what way It became Impure. 


"In view of the history of the leg- 


islation on this subject, the empha- 
sis placed by the legislature 'upon the 
need of protecting the community from 
Impure milk and the fact that wheth- 
er the foreign substances gets Into the 
milk through a positive act, Inten- 
'tlonal or unintentional, or by accident 
attributable or not to negligence, Is 
entirely immaterial so far as respects 
the health of the consumer, which Is 
the ultimate thing to be protected. 
We are of the opinion that the statute
